Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
3. Claims 37 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Robert 
Cordery (U.S. Patent No: 6,085,182) hereinafter referenced as Cordery. 
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As Per Claim 37: 

Cordery discloses a method for canceling an official postal product having a first area 
having an official postal indicia and a second area having a personal image, said official postal 
indicia capable of being located on said postal product using a sensing device, comprising the 
steps of, [{abstract}, canceling mail piece includes transporting, printing device, device for 
detecting presence, location on first one]: 

scanning said postal product using said sensing device for obtaining information with 
respect to the location of said first area, [{abstract}], receiving detection data from detecting 
device]; 

canceling only said first area based on said information obtained from said scanning, 
[{abstract}, receiving detection data from the detecting device for causing the printing indicium 
cancellation mark]. 

As Per Claim 38: 

Cordery discloses a method wherein said canceling is provided using an ink jet printer, 
[col.5, lines 4-8}, three ink jet print-heads and to print a cancellation mark across the stamps].
